THIRTY-SIXTK  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  Managers  liave  the  pleasure  of  presenting  the  Thirty-sixth 
Annual  Report  of  tlie  Foster  Home. 

The  good  work  of  the  Home  has  been  continued,  and  the  house 
at  present  contains  its  full  number,  one  hundred  cliildren.  There 
have  been  during  the  year  twenty-eight  admissions  and  twenty 
removals.  Of  the  latter,  two  girlS  have  been  provided  with  ex- 
cellent situations;  one  with  a  lady,  who  remarked,  to  the  gratifi- 
cation of  the  ^lanagers,  that  she  considered  the  girls  from  the 
Foster  Home  the  most  desirable  house  servants. 

The  income  of  the  Home  has  farther  decreased  on  account  of 
deaths  among  its  annual  subscribers  and  the  lower  rate  of  interest 
on  its  investments,  while  the  expense  of  carrying  it  on  has  in- 
creased on  account  of  the  higher  cost  of  provisions.  Moreover, 
quite  a  number  of  children  have  been  deserted  l)y  their  parents, 
and  are  entirely  dependent  upon  the  charity  of  the  Institution. 
The  health  of  the  inmates  has  been  remarkably  good,  no  severe 
illness  or  death  having  occurred  during  the  past  year.  The  medi- 
cal staff,  Drs.  Ford,  Ashhurst,  Butcher,  and  Girvin,  have  rendered 
their  usual  kind  and  efficient  assistance,  while  Miss  Hockley  and 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Graham  have  given  devoted  attention  to  the  religious 
instruction  of  the  cliildren,  as  have  also  Messrs.  Diver,  Clapp, 
Green,  and  Thompson,  who  teach  them  on  Sunday  afternoon. 
Dr.  Guerry,  the  dentist,  has  kindly  looked  after  the  children's 
teeth. 

Nothing  has  been  neglected  to  make  the  Home  comfortable 
and  attractive,  and  an  investigation  is  now  being  directed  to  the 
most  efficient  form  of  fire-escape. 

The  Managers  are  compelleil  to  make  their  usual  appeal  to  the 
friends  of  the  Home,  as  well  as  the  general  public,  for  funds  to 
maintain  its  efficiency,  and  earnestly  implore  aid  in  their  good 
work.  Surely  no  charity  can  be  more  worthy  of  liberal  support 
than  this,  reaching,  as  it  does,  the  most  helpless  class  of  beneficia- 
ries, the  little  children  for  whom  our  Saviour  bespoke  our  tender- 
est  care  and  protection. 
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The  Foster  Home  is  designed  to  serve  as  a  temporary  Iiorae 
for  half-orplianed  children,  whose  parents  or  guardians  pay  a 
nominal  snm  for  their  board.  No  child  nnder  three  years  of  age 
is  admitted,  and  no  boy  over  six.  The  children  receive  compe- 
tent instruction  in  the  school-rooms,  and  each  girl  is  taught  sew- 
ino-  and  knitting  in  addition. 

The  public  are  cordially  iuvited  to  visit  the  Institution,  which 
is  open  for  inspection  every  day  except  Sunday.

THIRTY-SEYENTII  AMUAL  REPORT. 


The  Managers  of  the  Foster  Home  herewith  transmit  the  Thirty- 
seventh  Annual  Report. 

The  number  of  children  at  present  in  the  house  is  one  hundred, 
and  this  number  has  been  kept  up  daring  most  of  the  year.  Tiiere 
liave  been  forty-four  admissions  and  thirty-six  removals,  and  one 
death  (the  first  for  several  years)  has  occurred — that  of  a  delicate 

boy  who  died  of  typhoid  fever  sliortly  after  admission.    The  healtii 

of  the  children  has  been  excellent  in  the  main,  and  onr  renewed 
thanks  are  due  to  tlie  medical  staff,  Drs.  Ford,  Ashhurst,  Girvin,  and 
Butcher,  for  their  kind  and  valuable  services.  It  has  been  the  custom 
of  the  Managers  to  maintain,  as  far  as  practicable,  a  personal  interest 
in  the  welfare  of  tlie  children  after  tliey  have  left  the  Institution,  and 
to  aid  in  providing  them  with  suitable  situations,  and  tiiey  have  often 
had  the  gratification  of  witnessing  the  success  and  happiness  of  their 
former  cliarges,  due,  in  a  great  measure,  to  the  care  bestowed  upon 
them  while  inmates  of  the  Home. 

In  view  of  tlie  evident  good  accomplished  by  this  Institution,  its 
Managers  feel  justified  in  making  their  annual  appeal  to  the  public, 
as  well  as  to  its  special  friends,  for  assistance  in  maintaining  its  effi- 
ciency. In  common  with  other  annuitants,  tlie  Foster  Home  has 
been  deprived  of  a  portion  of  its  usual  income  by  the  reduction  in  the 
rate  of  interest  on  its  investments  ;  the  increased  expense  of  provid- 
ing for  an  unusually  large  number  of  children  has,  therefore,  in  spite 
of  the  strictest  economy,  compelled  the  JManagers  to  encroach,  to  a 
small  extent,  upon  its  principal.  The  advantages  to  the  community 
of  an  Institution  of  this  character. — aiding  the  parent,  as  it  does,  by 
assuming  the  burden  of  the  support  and  clothing  of  the  helpless 

child,  aiding  the  child  by  education,  and  by  providing  for  it  a  ha|>py 

and  health-giving  home,  at  an  age  when  it  is  particularly  susceptible 
to  external  influences,  and  finally  serving  the  public  at  large  by  trans- 
formino-  into  contented  and  respectable 'members  of  society  many  in- 
dividuals  from  the  class  which  contributes  most  largely  to  our  criminal 
and  pauper  po[)ulation, — can  hardly  be  overestimated.  Tlie  Managers 
have,  therefore,  determined,  in  order  to  avoid  curtailing  its  benefits. 
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to  trust  to  its  record  and  its  claims  on  the  gratitude  of  the  commnnity, 
and  rely  on  the  generosity  of  its  patrons,  to  make  good  its  losses. 
They  especially  desire  an  increase  in  the  list  of  Annual  Subscribers, 
which  is  constantly  dwindling  from  natural  causes. 

In  the  death  of  Mrs.  Simmons,  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  the 
Institution  mourns  the  loss  of  a  tried,  noble,  and  devoted "  friend, 
whose  energy  and  efficiency  will  long  be  missed. 

The  Foster  Home  is  designed  for  a  temporary  home  for  half-or- 
phaned children,  whose  parents  are  expected  to  contribute  a  small 
portion  of  their  expenses.  The  little  ones  are  under  the  immediate 
care  of  kind  and  competent  officers. 

The  thanks  of  the  Managers  are  due  to  Miss  Hockley  for  her  con- 
tinued instruction  of  a  large  Bible-class ;  and  also  to  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Graham,  and  the  three  gentlemen  who  assist  him  in  teaching  the 
children  on  Sunday. 

The  public  is  cordially  invited  to  visit  the  Institution,  which  is 
situated  at  the  corner  of  Poplar  and  Twenty-fourth  Streets;  and, 
with  the  exception  of  Sunday,  is  open  daily  for  inspection.
